I can well remember 
my very first view of 
Burnden Park. 

I was sitting at the time 
on top of the Magees 
IPA bar on the 
Embankment having 
shinned up a 
drainpipe to get a 
look at Bolton 
against Manchester 
City. 

The year was 1937, 

I was 12 years of 
age and a huge 
crowd, who unlike 
me had paid to 
get in, saw 
Bolton heavily 
beaten five nil. I 
seem to remember that the referee wasn’t too 
popular in Bolton for a day or two afterwards. 

War broke out on September 3rd 1939 and 24 hours later I had a 
visit from Alderman Entwistle who was the Mayor of Bolton and a 
director of the club. He asked me if I would sign amateur forms and 
my love affair with Bolton Wanderers was underway. 

The memories that have built up during the 58 years since then are 
so many and so varied. My debut game against Bury in 1941, 
winning the War Cup in 1945, the tragedy of March 9th 1946, twice 
travelling from Burnden to play in FA Cup Finals at Wembley in 
1953 and 1958 and the final agonising moment in I960 when I 
was forced to call it a day as a player. 

Imagine my delight in 1968 when the board asked me to take over 
as manager of Bolton Wanderers Football Club at Burnden Park. 

I can’t in all honesty say it was the most successful period of 
my Burnden days, I probably had more success managing the 
Burnden Executive Club which I did for some years before 
being honoured with the title of President. 

And in between those events I can recall watching 
and playing in so many wonderful games on 
this famous old ground. A 4-6 defeat against 


Arsenal in 1952 when we missed a penalty, 6-1 thrashings of 
Portsmouth a year later and Wolves in 1955 and that unforgettable 
sixth round FA cup tie against Wolves in 1958. I swear that for 45 
minutes I never touched the ball but we won, went on to Wembley 
and the rest is history. 

It’s also been my pleasure and privilege to meet thousands of 
fabulous people including players and officials but mostly 
supporters. Those are the folk who have made Burnden Park what it 
is over the last 102 years. 

All I hope now is that when tonight’s game is over we can 
leave Burnden in a 
dignified fashion. 

When we turn 
out the lights it 
will truly be 
“The End Of An 
Era” but an era 
none of us 
who’ve lived 
through any 
part of it will 
ever forget.

T he notice board at Charlton Athletic’s 
New Eltham training ground is dominated 
by one stark slogan: There is no security on this 
earth - there is only opportunity . For the area’s 
talented schoolboys, the club’s well equipped 
centre lives up to this slogan. Wonderful 
practice pitches, high quality facilities and 
impressive training staff reflect the club’s 
commitment to the boys of South East 
London. If opportunity to succeed is what 
they want, it is at Charlton Athletic that they 
can find it. 

Youngsters are not disappointed once they 
arrive. Youth team manager Terry Westley 
says, ‘If we get an injury to someone like 
Bradley Allen or Carl Leaburn, a youngster can 
easily find himself in the team. At other clubs 
they might go out and get somebody’. 


If this is good news for the local community, 
it is even better for the club. Charlton 
Athletic’s first team is full of graduates of the 
youth scheme, like Shaun Newton, Richard 










wages down. We have the best youth 
scheme in the country.’ The Stock Market 
was persuaded, and money poured into the 
club’s coffers from the sale of the shares. 

Yet manager Alan Curbishley thinks that 
Charlton Athletic face growing problems 
because of the way football is developing. 
He is concerned by moves such as the free 
transfer of QPR’s Daniele Dichio to Italy 
because of the Bosman ruling. Curbishley 
says, ‘We sold Lee Bowyer to Leeds for 
around £3 million last summer. If that 
income is taken away, how will Nationwide 
League clubs survive? There will be no 
incentive for smaller clubs to have youth 
schemes. They put money into developing 
a young player for three years and he then 
leaves on a free transfer, either to a club on 
the continent or one in England. I cannot 
see clubs bothering.’

Curbishley is also concerned by the 
financial imbalance between the 
Premiership and the rest of football, 
believing that the Premiership is a flower 
that will wither if it neglects its own roots. 
A well-run youth scheme can cost over 
£100,000 annually. This is big money for 
many clubs, but a small sum for 
Premiership giants. Curbishley says, ‘It 
would not hurt the Premiership chairmen to 
put some money aside for us, even if they 
decreed that it should all go into youth 
development. If football goes on like this, 
both transfer fees and TV income for 
second and third division clubs will dry up. 
If you lose those clubs, you are going to 
lose the breeding grounds for a lot of 
players, managers and coaches’. He is 
thinking of David Platt who came through 
at Crewe, George Graham who first 
managed Millwall, and Brian Little who

started at York. 

He says, ‘I wish someone would redress the 
growing financial gap between the first 
division and the Premiership. West Ham 
are just a few miles from Charlton, but if 
they remain in the Premiership for three 
years while we remain in the First Division, 
they will receive £24 million in TV 
sponsorship while we are unlikely to receive 
more than £3 million. In nearly six years as 
manager of Charlton I have spent only £ I 
million on players and brought in £7 
million. Good luck to Newcastle but they 
spent 15 times that on one player.’ The 
Premiership has indirect effects as well. 
They compete for the youngsters. Youth 
manager Terry Westley says that the 
competition is ‘absolute murder and getting 
harder’.

But for Bolton Wanderers tonight’s match 
stands at a watershed between the past 
and the future, and there could hardly be a 
more appropriate club than Charlton to 
provide the opposition. Alan Curbishley’s 
comments show that his own club has its 
plans to cope with the challenges of the 
future. And as far as the past is concerned, 
no club has a better claim to be regarded as 
part of the fabric of the English game. 

English forward Robert Lee began his full¬ 


time career here. Chariton have played in 
the First, Second and Third Divisions. 
Between 1935-7 they created a sensation 
by moving from the Third Division South to 
the First Division in consecutive seasons 
and then finished as First Division runners- 
up in their first season. They were in the FA 
Cup Final in the first two seasons of 
football after the war, and won the cup in 
1947. And when it comes to changing 
grounds, their story is not the same as that 
of Bolton Wanderers, but here is no club 
with a more interesting one to tell. 

Football is on a high at the 
moment but if the elite forget 
about the rest, I foresee major 
problems ahead.

‘No Valley, no Validity.’ This was the 
slogan which fans of the club displayed 
when they played their farewell game at 
their traditional ground in 1985. A leaflet 
had explained that the next home game 
would be the last. The club was moving to 
faraway Penge in order to share with 
Crystal Palace. But the fans found that 
they could wallpaper their bedrooms with 
all the railway tickets that they had to buy 
in order to get there. Campaigning never 
stopped, and in early 1988 businessman 
Roger Alwen became club Chairman. One 
of his first jobs was to announce to a 
packed audience at Woolwich Town Hall 
that the club would be returning to the 
Valley. So, after three years of campaigning, 
the club moved back to its traditional 
home. Manager Lennie Lawrence said of 
the fans’ campaign to return to the Valley, 
‘It was amazing how they kept at it. They 
deserved a result’. The campaign shows 
that were there is a will there is a way. If 
the club is part of the fabric of the game, 
nobody has done more for the club’s 
success than the fans themselves.

Striker Bradley Allen signed from QPR 
last March after scoring 27 goals in 82 
League games for the former 
Premiership club. Allen is a model 
professional and is still nagged by his 
conscience for his penalty miss against 
Chelsea when playing in a cup-tie for 
QPR last year. He said, ‘I feel that I let 
the club down and the supporters. It 
is a terrible feeling. Looking back at it. 
I just snatched at it a bit like a bad golf 
shot. I should have scored because 
that is what I am paid to do.’ But this 
did not stop him enjoying Charltons 
2-1 win at QPR earlier this season. His 
winner came from close range with 20 
minutes to go. Allen said, ‘I am 
chuffed to bits to come back and score 
the winner against my old club and on 
their ground into the bargain. It is 
something that I shall always cherish’. 

Defender Richard Rufus is a graduate 
of the Charlton youth policy and could 
fund several years of the youth scheme 
if Charlton chose to sell him. He has 
been looked at by all the big clubs, and 
fees of £3m have been tossed around 
in the press. But he felled Bolton 
striker Nathan Blake in the match at 
Charlton, and John McGinlay scored 
from the penalty. 

What a debut for teenage midfielder 
Kevin Nicholls last month in the 
home match against Barnsley. He 
marked his first full League match with 
a first minute cracker. Nicholls is a 
graduate of the youth scheme. 

Welsh international winger John 
Robinson cost £75,000 from Brighton 
six years ago and. though born in 
Rhodesia, had made himself really at 
home in SE London. Robinson was 
relieved when manager Alan 
Curbishley dismissed speculation that 
he might become the new manager of 
QPR. When Stewart Houston was 
appointed in September, Robinson 
said, ‘We are all so pleased that Alan is 
still here. He has been such a big 
influence on every player and 
especially on me. Only a few days ago 
we all thought Alan would be leaving. 
Two wins later we have moved up the 
table and he is still the boss.’ 
Robinson was a thorn in the side of 
Bolton Wanderers when Charlton held 
the leaders to a 3-3 draw in October 
and provided passes for both 
Charlton’s first two goals. And 
Charlton’s third came when 
Robinson’s free kick met Phil Chappie’s 
head who nodded it on for Steve 
Whyte to score his second. Robinson 
is just as keen for the club to succeed 
on the stock market as on the field. He 
says, ‘A lot of players splashed out on 
shares in the club and we were 
disappointed to see the price drop 
from 80p to 57p on the opening day of 
public dealings.’ But at the end of the 
week of the share launch he scored in 
his side’s 2-1 win at West Bromwich 
and said. ‘I hope that that will do our 


share price a bit of good. We 
thoroughly deserved our success 
against Albion and were well worth 
the three points.’ 

Striker Carl Leaburn is a local boy 
who has been with Charlton for ten 
years man and boy. But for all his 
many memories of life at the Valley he 
will never forget his headed goal 
against Swindon in December. It 
ended a run of nine matches in which 
he did not get on the scoresheet at all. 

Striker Steve Whyte has the perfect 
answer for the fans who showed their 
disapproval when he replaced Bradley 
Allen towards the end of Charlton’s 
home match with Oldham earlier in 
the season. He lifted the ball over the 
Oldham goalkeeper in the 87th minute 
for a I -0 win for his side. But the fans 
initial reaction shows that Whyte has 
not been entirely settled at the club 
this season and has been on the 
transfer list for much of it. Whyte was 
flogged off by Crystal Palace after 
helping them to the Premiership four 
years ago and first demanded a transfer 
after being dropped following the 4-0 
thrashing at Tranmere. Whyte is 
already 25 and said, ‘This is a very 
important season for me. I can’t afford 
to mess around. But I suppose it was 
a fair criticism when the boss said that 
1 did not work hard enough. My main 
objective is to put that right. My goal 
record stands comparison with just 
about anybody in this Division. It is 
easy for people to say things about me 
but my strike rate speaks for itself. 
And I can graft as well as put the ball 
in the net. The Charlton fans love me. 
but I want Premiership football and 1 
have waited long enough.’ Manager 
Alan Curbishley said, ‘David was not 
doing enough for the team but now 
knows what is required and his 
attitude has been much better.’ 

Australian goalkeeper Andy 
Petterson was signed from Luton for 
£35,000 in 1994. He was involved in 
controversy in the match at home to 
Barnsley after the Yorkshire side made 
it 2-2 in the 89th minute. John 
Hendrie’s back heel only just crossed 
the line for Barnsley’s goal and 
Petterson kicked it away into touch, 
hoping that no goal had been given. 
Barnsley striker Paul Wilkinson asked 
the Charlton fans in the crowd to 
throw it to him. The Charlton fans 
said after the match that they were 
upset when Wilkinson made his 
request without saying please’ and 
even complained to the police! They 
returned the ball to Petterson. But 
Wilkinson went for the ball all the 
same, and an 18 player melee ensued. 
Wilkinson says, ‘It was just a storm in 
a tea-cup. Petterson was obviously 
keeping the ball for his team’s sake and 
I was trying to get it so that we could 
try and get the winner.’

My father always used to tell me that 
there was neuer a dull mument at 
surnden and. on the whole, in the last 
thirty years he was probably right. 

I first set foot inside Burnden Park in May 1967, standing on the 
high stepped Embankment with it’s cinders and sleepe- . 
Millwall were defeated 5-0 but, a week later, the team went do* r 
6-1 at Carlisle and so I was introduced to the topsy turvey wc* t 
of following Bolton Wanderers. 

My father always used to tell me that there was never a C-l 
moment at Burnden and, on the whole, in the last thirty years he 
was probably right. 

We all have our own special memories of ‘our second horn* 
which may seem alien to today’s younger generation. During t** 
late sixties the mist coming off the River Croal behind the 
Burnden Stand gave the ground a mysterious atmosphe - 
Waiting for the half time results on the old scoreboard w:* 
baited breath if Manchester United were at home and 0 went 
first, the trains, the aroma from Walker’s Tannery, the cigar smok* 
in the stands. Meaningless thoughts to many, but sights ar: 
sounds that all Burndenites would like to witness for just o~' 
more game....if only we could. 

There have been many great and disappointing days to remember 
at Burnden with a lot in recent history in both League and Cu: 
My biggest memories are what I would probably call the ‘growing 
up years’,some obvious, some offbeat. 

1971. I had waited four years for the Wanderers to secure some 
silverware and it finally came in the form of the Lancashire FA 
Youth Cup. Oh but what a game..3-1 down to Blackpool with five 
minutes left, the young Trotters levelled and won 4-3 with a 
Stuart Lee penalty in extra time. Many of that side formed the 
nucleus of the successful first team of the seventies. 

1972. The bizarre goal scored by Garry Jones against Rotherham 
at Burnden. Standing on the Lever End where everyone heard the 
referee shout play on after United’s keeper Jim McDonagh had 
placed the ball for a goal kick and Jones stepped up to put the ball 
in the net whilst McDonagh had his back to the action. It won the 
game 2-1 for the Wanderers. 

1973. The day that the referee placed two linesmen along the 
Burnden side touchline as the Wanderers defeated Rochdale 2-1 
on their way to the third division championship. The ref said he 
was blinded by the sun - just like the majority of visiting sides to 
Burnden were that season. 

1973. The arrival of the ‘magician’ Peter Thompson and his debut 
in a 1-0 win over FA Cup holders Sunderland in a game played on 
a Wednesday afternoon because of the power strike. 

1974. The goal that never was. Trailing 1-0 to Sheffield 
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Wednesday in injury time Paul Jones rose to head Ron Phillips 
corner into the net. We were to be disappointed as World Cup 
Ref Jack Taylor blew for time as the ball was entering the net. Four 
years later, Clive Thomas did an identical thing in a World Cup 
game between Brazil and Sweden. Jack Taylor disagreed with his 
decision on a TV panel! 

1975. The 2-1 win over Sunderland at Christmas before a crowd 
of 42,680, the last League gate of such magnitude on Burnden. A 
goal down at the interval, superb second half goals from Sam 
Allardyce and John Byrom secured the win, we were going up 
weren’t we? 

1976. Unfortunately not, just missing out to West Brom, but 
there was still a party for the final game of that season against 
Bristol Rovers at Burnden that saw the great John Byrom score his 
last League goals for the club. 

1977. The heartbreak of missing out on a trip to Wembley when 
Everton won a League Cup semi final second leg at Burnden before 
the grounds last gate over 50,000. 

Three months later a Kenny Hibbitt goal for Wolves killed off our 
promotion hopes at Burnden to send Nottingham Forest up 
without having to kick a ball. I never forgave Wolves but victories 
over the men from Molineux in recent seasons have dimmed the 
pain. 

1978. Swinging to Queens ‘We are the Champions’ on the 
Burnden Paddock throughout the 1977/78 season. No 
superstitions, no tempting providence, we were going to be 
second division champions that season and were. 

I 979. Ajax Amsterdam visiting Burnden for a pre-season friendly 
played in pouring rain. Wanderers Polish winger Tadeusz Nowak 
dribbling the ball round static players of both sides before the kick 
off oblivious to the fact that the national anthem was being 
played. 

1982. The great escape from relegation to division three. 
Returning to Burnden after a 7-1 defeat at Queens Park Rangers, 
a crowd of 5,226 celebrated like the Wanderers had won the 
League after Chris Thompson’s last kick goal defeated Derby 3-2. 
The following Saturday Bolton ended Sheffield Wednesday’s 
promotion hopes with a 3-1 Burnden win to secure their second 
division place albeit for just one season. 

1982. Perhaps the quickest goal scored on Burnden Park came 
just before Christmas when Ian Moores scored after eight seconds 
in a reserve game against Sunderland. Neil Whatmore kicked off 
and played the ball to Moores who sent in a shot from more than 
fifty yards past ‘keeper Mark Prudhoe. 

1983. The wind assisted goal scored by Jim McDonagh during the 
Wanderers 3-0 win over Burnley. ‘Seamus’ had twice gone close 
before finally embarrassing Billy O’Rourke in the Clarets goal. 

As the final whistle goes this evening, savour the moment, take a 
good look around and take the memory, for in years to come we 
will all be able to say ah, 25th April 1997. What a night.

L arger than life and never short of a word to say that’s 
Barry Fry who is now in charge at Peterborough 
United. 

When asked about his Burnden Park days he simply 
bellowed out, “FANTASTIC!” 

As an inside forward Barry came to Burnden from 
Manchester United in May 1964. He had served his 
apprenticeship at Old Trafford without making a first 
team appearance but quickly got his chance at Burnden. 
He came in for the injured Freddie Hill against Coventry 
City at Burnden in August I 964 that saw the visitors win 
3-1. “I must have done quite well because I kept my 
place in the team and Bill Ridding dropped Francis Lee 
and we beat Southampton 3-0 at Burnden in the next 
game,” he said. 

Wyn Davies got all three goals for Bolton that afternoon 
but Barry’s best Bolton memory came in the next game 
against Cardiff City at Ninian Park. 

“I came up against the great John Charles and managed 
to score one of our goals in a 3-1 win, that turned out to 
be my only League goal.” 

“Unfortunately I got a groin injury in the win at Cardiff 
and we were due to visit Middlesbrough on the following 
Monday. The manager thought I was feigning injury but 
there was no way I would do that having just got into the 
side. I was banished to the reserves under Nat Lofthouse 
and didn’t play for the first team again.” 

“I was of course disappointed that my stay at Bolton 
lasted only the one season but the team had a great year 
and just missed out on winning promotion back to the 
first division at the first attempt.” 

“Gordon Taylor was a class act as was Francis Lee who 
really had his head screwed on. After training he would 
go straight to his businesses and he reaped the rewards 
later on.” 

“If I was to sum up my stay at Burnden I would say Short 
but Sweet.” 

Barry later played for Luton Town and Leyton Orient 
before going into non league football and then into 
management in his own inimitable style. 

He finished our conversation by saying that he was 
absolutely delighted about the success of the current 
team on two counts. “ Bolton have been a class act all 
season and deserve success but more importantly I 
backed them at 16-1 at the start of the season!”

I f* 0 * years ago the whole Burnden 
w Ararea was going through many 
changes in a similar fashion that is 
presently going on at the new stadium. 
Bleaching works and coal mines closed 
whilst the playing pitch was built on a site 
formerly occupied by a chemical works and 
rows of cottages. 

The enclosure and pitch were constructed 
within a matter of months and was capable 
of holding 20,600 people. The grandstand 
and changing rooms were on the Darcy 
Lever (Burnden) side, there was seating for 
1,600 and standing room for 3,000 on that 
side. 

The Manchester Road side was an 
uncovered facility holding 5,000 whilst the 
Great Lever End had a capacity of 3,000. 
The Embankment held 8,000 although had 
not been fully terraced when the ground 
opened on Saturday 17th August 1895. 

A crowd of almost 20,000 paid £453 to see 
the club’s ninth annual sports meeting, the 
spectators appearing to be well pleased 
with the surroundings which were much 
more comfortable than those afforded at 
Pikes Lane. 

The new track, which was the equivalent of 
a quarter of a mile, was rewarded with a 
splendid class entry of athletes such had 
never been seen in Bolton before. 

The final of the cycle one mile handicap 
was won by Owen in a time of two 
minutes 30 seconds, whilst in the five mile 
handicap it was an incredible sight to see 
no less than 31 riders all jostling for 
position. The final of the 100 yards running 
sprint was won by J.H.Bradley in a time of 
10.25 seconds. 

The sports meeting continued on the Bank 
Holiday Monday, attracting 15,000, the 
gala programme including Pannell’s 
performing dogs, Comies stilt walker, a 
paddock troupe of lady cyclists and a dive 
by Professor J.Bracken, enveloped in a sack, 
from a trapeze suspended 100 feet from 
the ground into an eight foot tank 
containing only five feet of water. The 
Halliwell Brass Band performed 
throughout. 

The ground was used again for a sports 
event on 31st August, this time 5,000 
attended Bolton Harriers sixth annual 
meeting with the price of admission being 
sixpence and a shilling. A

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B urnden Park was first used for football 
on Tuesday, 27th August 1895. A 
public practice game took place, lasting 
about an hour and this was repeated two 
days later. 

On Wednesday I I th September a crowd of 
3,000 was on the ground to witness the 
first game. Old antagonists Preston North 
End were the visitors for a benefit game in 
aid of Wanderers captain Di Jones. The 
Welsh international had served the club for 
seven years but was to tragically lose his 
life from tetanus contracted when he was 
cut in a practice game for Manchester City 
during 1902. 

The only goal came in North End’s favour in 
semi darkness late in the game from David 
Smith. 

Three days later Everton were the first 
visitors for a first division game. By 
coincidence the Wanderers had been the 
first visitors to Goodison Park for a first 
division game in 1892. 

The game was preceded by an hour’s cycle 
race which commenced at two o’clock. 

DI Jones led the Wanderers out to a warm 
reception from the 15,000 crowd and 
Everton were afforded a warm reception 
seconds later. 

League football at Burnden began 
punctually at four o’clock with Wanderers 
centre forward William Joyce kicking off 
towards the railway embankment. 

The opening goal came after 25 minutes 
play when Jim Martin rushed the ball past 
the oncoming ‘keeper from a Billy Wright 
cross. Jim Cassidy then struck the crossbar 
for the Trotters but he swiftly followed up 
to make it 2-0 from the rebound. 

Everton pulled one back before half time 
through Mclnnes but the points were made 
safe for the Wanderers with a third goal 
coming from William Joyce. 

The crowd paid receipts of £372 for 
Burnden’s first League game. 

The teams for the opener were 
Bolton: Sutcliffe, Somerville, Jones, Paton, 
McGeachan, Freebairn, Martin, Brown, 
Joyce, Wright, Cassidy. 

Everton: Hillman, Kelso, Adams, Boyle, 
Holt, Stewart, Mclnnes, Bell. Flewitt, 
Chadwick, Milward. 

In that first Burnden season the Wanderers 
lost just one game as they finished fourth 
in the League. Bury were the only team to 
visit and take away the points thanks to a 
4-2 success in October 1895. The 
Wanderers gained some measure of revenge 
by knocking them out of the FA Cup in the 
first tie to be played at Burnden the 
following February.

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T he Wanderers most successful period in terms of 
trophies won came during the early part of the 1920’s. 
During 1921, under the guidance of the astute Charles 
Foweraker, Bolton won the Manchester Cup, defeating 
United 2-0 in the final and reached the final of the 
Lancashire Cup. 

A year later both trophies were secured and the stall was 
set out for an assault on the big one, the FA Cup, in I 923. 
Burnden saw a crowd of 6 1,609 for a fifth round replay with 
Huddersfield on a Wednesday afternoon and Bolton had 
David Jack to thank for the winner. 

Indeed it was Jack’s seven goals that were to play a major 
part in getting Bolton to that first Wembley final. He hit the 
net in six of his sides seven ties that season including the 
first ever goal at Wembley. John Smith also scored for 
Wanderers as they secured the FA Cup for the first time 
against West Ham United before a crowd of 126,047 
although thousands more got in without paying. 

In the following two season’s the club didn’t get beyond 
the second round but they did win the Lancashire Cup 
again in I 925. 

In 1926 the Wanderers were Wembley bound again 
although it took a replay to defeat Bournemouth and three 
games to see off Nottingham Forest. Once again it was that 
man Jack who scored in the final with the only goal to 
defeat Manchester City. 

The Lancashire Cup again came to the trophy cabinet at 
Burnden in 1927 and two years later the club once again 
visited Wembley. 

This time there was no David Jack, he had been sold to 
Arsenal for a record £10,340, but Harold Blackmore took 
over the goalscoring responsibilities. The west Countryman 
scored in every round, completing the feat in the 2-0 final 
win over Portsmouth. Billy Butler, who had played in the 
previous two finals, also found the net. 

Although the Wanderers sides of this era had plenty to 
show for their cup prowess, they were still a very useful 
League side. Between 1921 and 1929 they only finished 
outside the top eight in the first division on two occasions 
and in those they secured the FA Cup.

in... A hero to a generation of Wanderers fans for a ten 
J Dseason spell that straddled the sixties and seventies and 
saw him score 130 first class goals for the club and places him 
seventh in the clubs all time scoring chart. 

On a hoarding at Rose Hill Church, not far from Burnden, the 
poster read, “Jesus Saves.” Underneath was painted in big blue 
letters, no doubt by a Lever Ender, “But Byrom puts in the 
rebound.” 

It didn’t matter if it was a 25 yard thunderbolt or a simple tap in 
JB always celebrated his goals in the same inimitable style. No 
running around doing somersaults just a single raised arm salute 
with a beaming smile that said just another day in the office. 
John scored 45 goals in 108 League games for his home town 
club, Blackburn Rovers before coming to Burnden for £25,000 in 
1966. When asked why he came to Burnden his deadpan answer 
was, “because it was only 20 minutes over the hill!” 

“I had the opportunity to go to other clubs but things weren’t 
like they are today. We had no agents to advise us. As it was, 
Nat Lofthouse came over to take me to Burnden and I ended up 
signing.” 

One incident that John remembers came at Burnden against 
Rovers in February 1968. “Famous referee Mr Fussey from 
Retford blew for time around eight minutes early with Bolton 
winning 2-1. Manager Bill Ridding told us to get in the bath so 
he couldn’t get us back out. Both John Hulme and Gordon Taylor 
got in with most of their kit on and their boots. Unfortunately 
the ploy didn’t work, we had to go out and finish the game, but 
held on to win.” 

“1972/73 was without doubt my best season at Burnden. 
Winning the third division was my only real success in the game. 
I knew I had the ability but hadn’t been in the right side or lacked 
ambition.” 

John scored 20 League goals that season but the season didn’t 
start too well. “I had been injured after the first pre-season game 
and we played Bohemians of Prague in our next game for which 
I was substitute.” 

Always the joker, shouts of “get Byrom on, we want Byrom” came 
from under the press box, of course coming from Byrom himself. 
He did get on, scored in the next two friendlies and hit two in the 
opening League game against Bournemouth at Burnden. 

He wasn’t joking when in 1974 he scored a Burnden hat trick 
against Stoke in the Cup. It was the first Sunday game on the 
ground and attracted 39,138. 

His final competitive game in a white shirt on Burnden came in 
August 1976. Blackburn were the visitors in the Anglo Scottish 
Cup and yes, Byrom scored, as usual!

RECORD ATTENDANCE OF 69,912 AT 
BURNDEN PARK 


69.912, say it slowly, yes sixty nine thousand. 

The uninitiated who visit Burnden Park are at a loss as to how such a vast 
number of people could get into the ground. When it is explained how the 
Embankment section alone held the best part of 30,000 and the fact that the 
Great Lever End housed 20,000 standing spectators all seems apparent. 
Historically, Burnden Park has always seen it’s largest gates on FA Cup days. 
The ground’s first 50,000 plus gate came in 1907 when Everton won a third 
round replay 3-0 before 54,470. 

Burnden saw only one other crowd of such proportion before the first world 
war in 1914 for a second round tie with Swindon. 

Things moved onto a much larger plane during the 1920’s. The visit of 
Manchester City for a second round tie in 1922 attracted 66,442. 61,609 saw 
Wanderers defeat Huddersfield in 1923 whilst 65,295 were at the Trotters 
sixth round replay win over Blackburn in 1929. 

Manchester City were the visitors for a fifth round tie in 1933. To put the 
gate that day into perspective, the second best gate that season was the 
25,866 who had seen Wanderers defeat Grimsby in the previous round. 

The City team arrived only half an hour before kick off due to the congestion 
and as the game got underway it was Bolton who held the initiative. 

Ray Westwood struck a post with a header after 22 minutes and a minute 
later Jack Milsom put the Trotters ahead. 

Two goals before half time from Brook gave City the advantage but 
Wanderers levelled after 57 minutes when Ray Westwood scored direct from 
a corner. 

Brook completed his hat trick with a penalty conversion after full back 
Finney had handled and a late goal from Tilson earned City a 4-2 win. 

Four days later Burnden Park attracted a crowd of just 3,101 for a first 
division game with Portsmouth. That was to be the smallest League gate on 
the ground until 1985. It was ’bettered’ on bonfire night that year when just 
2,902 saw Darlington win a third division game 3-0. 






Wartime Wa 


One of the strongest things that football 
has going for it today is yesterdays. 

Football gives you every chance to be a star. 
Then it puts pressure on you to prove that 
you haven’t got what it takes. But it hardly 
ever takes away the chance. Only World 
War Two did that for a number of 
footballers. 


Probably just about the greatest side that 
Norwich City ever had performed at varying 
times and numbers between November 
1940 and May 1942 as a result of the 
Bolton Wanderers side going to war en 
masse. On the 10th April 1939 their entire 
first team enlisted with the 53rd Field 
Regiment of the Bolton Artillery. One of the 
first things a boy learns with a chemistry 
set is that he will never get another. The 
chemistry was right with this one-off Bolton 
Wanderers side - here were English and 
Welsh Internationals, Cup Finalists, men of 
immense talent used to playing in front of > 
65,000 crowds. Ernie Forrest, Albert 
Geldard, Harry’ Goslin, Stan Hanson, DorYjB 
Howe, ‘Jack’ Hurst, ‘Jack’ Roberts, TommjfMjl 
Sinclair and Danny Winter graced Division 
One (now the Premiership) and they played 
in City’s colours. Added to which ‘Trotters’ 
Jimmy Ithell and Val Thompson had palts to 
play in the Canaries wartime history. 


The Bolton team spent 1939 summer 
training in North Wales with gunnery 
training in Alnmouth and then on to 
Swindon where seven of the above named 


plus Bolton’s England International Ray 
Westwood guesting in matches for the 
southerners. Their first taste of overseas 
duty was sailing from Southampton (my 
Father saw them off) for Cherbourg to be 
billeted west of Le Mans. A new billet in 
Lambersart saw them take over the 6th Field 
Regiment’s gun positions on the Gort Line 
but thankfully they had not yet fired a shot 
in anger. This was to change as they 
deployed their guns along the River Escaut 
in support of the 126th Infantry Brigade. 

The Germans were engaged and the previous 
deafening roars from the terraces were 
replaced by the roar of shells, gunfire and 
torment. Their playing fields were swapped 
for a potential killing field as they later 
endured the open plains and sand dunes of 
Dunkirk in support of the British 
Expeditionary Force. The rest of 1940 and

Norwich City have had some good teams 
since but none quite as good and one could 
watch them play for the princely sum of one 
shilling with forces personnel admitted to YjJ 
matches at half price. The Government 
urged men to join the territorial army in the ^ 
countdown to the Second World War with 
the Football Association asking clubs to 
take a patriotic stance by encouraging their 
members to enlist. It was deemed that the 
game might still be played under severe 
restrictions, one of which was that there 
must not be unnecessary travelling. 

Norwich and a road system are not a joy to 
behold now so imagine the difficulties in the 
early I940’s. Regional football was 
organised to keep the game alive and afford 
relaxation for war workers. Football 
Managers were sometimes only assured of 
some players as men were in munitions 
work or away on leave.

back’. Norwich City’s first home defeat of 
the 1940 season was by 3-2 to the Bolton 
side featuring their complement of 2 L/Sgt; 2 
L/Bdr; a Sgt and 6 Gunners. The Eastern 
Daily Press reported that they were a little 
too good for Norwich City with their 
accurate ground passing, team work and 
abundance of clever ball players. Norwich 
City Manager Bob Young, a shrewd judge, 
latched onto the opportunity of seeking 
their services on a more regular basis. 


Players could be registered for one club only 
and with Bolton Wanderers engaged in the 
Northern section of the War 
League Mr.Young sought permission to 


register any of the scattered players that the 
Wanderers were willing to release. 

Permission was given on the 29th January 
1941 - a very sporting gesture for the list of 
available men was impressive and imposing. 
The selection of a team from the twelve 
Boltonians and the best of City’s regular 
players was to be something of an 
embarrassment. For here was a powerful 
City side with strength in every position. 
Before this approval the City side, bolstered 
by Bolton men, had for example beaten 
Aldershot 10-1 and Brighton 18-0. Jimmy 
Ithell of Bolton was loaned by City to 
Brighton for this latter game and his 
unfortunate own goal after thirty five 
minutes did not detract from his fine display 
against his buddies. These Wanderers were 
united in their friendship. As a unit they 
would even throw each other into the river 
for the pleasure of fishing each other out. It 
^s a fact that Brighton had two sixteen year 
ds, a seventeen year old and three City 
plavers in their ranks but the devastating 
forward display would have put most teams 
to th| sword. There was menace in every 
move but no sustained bombardment of the 
opposition goal and there had been matches 
at Carrbw Road in which one side had 
exerted more pressure. Matches were 
playedfor the benefit of the Beccles Nursing 
Home,/Suffolk Lord Lieutenants War 
Comforts Fund and Mrs. Churchill’s Red 
Cros/Aid Fund to Russia. 


Teaffns came and were conquered by 
anaries/Trotters unhesitating precision 
Pwith their adept feeders and strong 
finishers. The Czech Army XI and Dutch 
Army XI were slain 6-0 and 7-0 within a 
fortnight of each other. Their players had 
formed most of the Allied Armies XI versus 
the British Army XI at Chelsea in March 
1941. An Army XI was demolished 13-0 in 
March 1942 - a beaten side that included 
players from Sheffield Wednesday, Coventry, 
Manchester City, Newcastle, Barnsley, 
Lincoln and the wonderful Willie Thornton. 
Bemedalled in peacetime and wartime 
(Military medal in Sicily 18th November 
1943) Willie played for Scotland and he 
netted 255 career goals in 432 games. How 
on earth did ‘Jack’ Hurst and ‘Jack’ Roberts 
cope with him that day and find time to 
score four goals each ? 


Norwich City played twenty matches with 
three or more Bolton players in their ranks 
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and they lost just three with a goal count of 95 against 28. Roberts 
scored 23 goals in 15 games and Howe 15 in 18 games but alas all good 
things come to an end. 

Football togs were swapped for Khaki with the tragedy being that war 
uses man’s best to do man’s worst. On the 1st August 1942 the 
team’ set sail for the Middle East with a destination of Port Tewfik to 
t>e drilled incessantly in desert warfare. Ernie Forrest was proving to be 
the ‘Gazza’ of the troop unit but wholly mischievously funny. He went 
from Sgt back to Private before you could blink. My late father used to 
say - when arguing with your superior be sure that you are right then 
let the matter drop. 


The battle of El Alamein saw them engage the entire 15th Panzer 
Division as they hurled defiance. A brief interlude was when the side 
were challenged to play King Farouk’s national side at football at the 
National Sporting Club - another win. By November 1942 the support 
of artillery was no longer required and on a furlough matches were 
played against German and Italian POW’s but officially the games never 
took place - more wins. From Cairo they crossed the Jordan Valley to 
eventually arrive in Iraq with their principal duty to patrol and protect 
the oil pipelines and surrounding areas. A further remarkable 
footballing day saw them play the Iraq soldiers in barefeet in heat above 
100 degrees - another win. Polish troops, rightly it would seem, calling 
themselves the champions of Persia and Iraq made a challenge and drew 
a crowd of 9,000 - you guessed, another win. 


In September 1943 the team were in Italy in prolonged fighting crossing 
and securing a succession of rivers. On the 14th December 1943

T hat was the chant that came from the Lever End during the 
early part of the 1970’s as the effervescent Glaswegian Charlie 
Wright became the Wanderers first choice goalkeeper. 

Of course, Charlie had a great career with tonights visitors 
Charlton Athletic before coming to Burnden, and, it must be said 
that he had a hand in sending Bolton into the third division for 
the first time. He did however redeem himself by winning a third 
division championship medal with the Wanderers two years later. 
Catching up with Charlie after a day’s work in his South London 
cafe it was obvious that he still is full of enthusiasm for life. 

“I loved playing at Burnden Park, even when I was with Charlton 
because I always seemed to do well there.” 

“Football is a funny game and reflects life in general. I remember 
sitting in the bath at The Valley after Charlton had beaten Bolton 
4-1 back in 1971 to send them down. Bolton were not a bad side 
although they had a lot of youngsters and I was taken aback how 
they went about their job.” 

Charlie was released at the end of that season after 195 League 
games for Charlton but his availability soon attracted a 
prospective new manager. 

“Getting released at Charlton was a real sickener but I had to look 
to further my career. I was put in touch with Jimmy Armfield 
who told me that he would be taking over a club during the close 
season but was’nt sure if it would be Bolton or Bury!” 

“It was obviously unusual circumstances and humorous in it’s 
way but there was a nice little twist concerning those Bolton 
youngsters when I signed for Jimmy at Bolton. I saw it as a great 
opportunity and one major plus factor was I could play in the 
same team as one of my heroes, Roger Hunt, who is one of the 
most amiable men you could wish to meet.” 

“We moved up and settled in Heaton whereupon Nat Lofthouse 
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ipc n houses there!” 

<C‘ e was an everpresent during 1971/72 as the Wanderers 
If defensive record saw them finish seventh in the third 
m • 3n to stop the slide. There were magnificent League Cup 
f+'~ over first division Huddersfield Town and Manchester City 
■ha: season before Chelsea won 6-0 at Burnden in a fourth round 
Jpeplay. 

p had a great game at Stamford Bridge in the initial game when 
we drew I -1. There were a lot of Charlton fans there that night 
and we could have won it late on when Graeme Rowe almost 
scored.” The following season saw Wanderers win the third 
(division championship and reach the fifth round of the FA Cup. 
“The youngsters had started to reach their potential. The 
excellent Paul Jones and steady Don McAllister were helped by 
seasoned campaigners like Warwick Rimmer. After we had won 
promotion and I had joined the coaching staff the club made 
some good signings such as Peter Thompson who was a joy to 
watch.” 

The atmosphere at Burnden off the park was always good with 
everyone wanting each other to do well. I remember at one of our 
many parties Alan Waldron telling my wife how pleased he was 
that I had won a championship medal at such a late stage of my 
career. Unfortunately Alan had a bad ankle injury soon after and 
struggled to regain his earlier form which was a tragedy. I look 
back and am grateful that I only suffered a few bumps and bruises 
and had a great career.” 

When asked for his greatest memory at Burnden it came as 
something of a surprise to hear that it was for Charlton against 
the Wanderers in March 1970. 

“The game simply wouldn’t have taken place nowadays,” said 
Charlie. “The weather was horrendous with wind and rain and I 
can still picture my footprints in the mud as I ran towards the 
Lever End from the touchline to the middle of the goal. My boots 
were sinking in the mud but I went on to have a blinder in a I -1 
draw but something happened to me after the game that only 
took place once in my whole career. As I got back in the changing 
rooms, literally covered from head to toe in mud , the whole of 
the Charlton team stood up and applauded me. They then 
managed to get my kit off before hosing me down which left me 
frozen solid. It was just one of those days when we got away 
with everything and I somehow managed to produce something 
special.” 

Charlie doesn’t get to many games nowadays but was at the 3-3 
draw between the clubs at the Valley earlier this season. He 
finished by saying, “both clubs have a great tradition and 
hopefully for Bolton it will be even greater in the new stadium.” 
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Three games against Wolves will always remain in my 
memories of Burnden Park.The sixth round of the FA Cup 
in March 1958 was probably the most exciting game ever 
to be staged at the famous ground. Bolton winning 2-1 
against the eventual champions. 

The exact opposite emotion was released in April 1964 
with Wolves winning 4-0. Birmingham's win the following 
day meant that Bolton were out of the top division for the 
first time in living memory for most of their supporters.The 
third game takes us back only a couple of years to May 
1995 and the play-off semi final victory. 

Burnden Park has been part of my life and will never be 
forgotten, but lets look forward with hope and expectation 
to the magnificent new stadium and successful premiership 
side. 

GRAHAM EDGE 
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I think it is very appropriate that the final league match will 
be played at night as some of Burnden’s most memorable and 
atmospheric occasions have been played under floodlights. 
For sheer excitement I cannot choose between two matches 
played over twenty years apart. The first is the 1971 League 
Cup victory against a star studded Manchester City side with 
a Garry Jones hat trick. The second is the 2-0 defeat of 
Wolves in the 1995 play off semi final played before the most 
passionate and partisan support I have ever witnessed at the 
ground. One of the most significant features at Burnden has 
always been the pride, warmth and unique sense of humour 
of the supporters and staff and I believe this spirit will 
transfer to the new ground.

I will take some rather obscure memories from Burnden to 
the new stadium. The three Burnden stand toilets, one of 
which seems to be permanently blocked, and the middle 
one which gives you a shower when you pull the chain. The 
scenery around the ground, the mill opposite where I used 
to watch the workers on evening matches, the rain pouring 
off the end of the roof of the Burnden Stand. The warmth 
which comes up from the paddock, but most of all the 
many wonderful supporters of all ages I have met down 
through the years and the many life long friendships which 
have started at Burnden.

I saw my first match around the late 1940's against Stoke City. 
It used to be five shillings in the stand and you could get a rum 
and coffee at half time for two shillings!

The 15th November 1958 and Manchester United were the 
visitors. I then lived in Heaton and had grave doubts as I 
approached the ground in thick fog as to whether my 
journey had been in vain. The turnstiles were kept closed 
until well after 2.30pm and from my position in the centre 
of the Burnden terrace I could only see about half the 
pitch. Despite the Wanderers winning 6-3, I cannot recall 
seeing any of the goals scored, only cheers from the 
relevant ends of the ground let us know what was 
happening - but at least we won.

Back in the late eighties when we played Blackpool in the 
Northern Final of the Sherpa Van Trophy, Blackpool had a 
penalty. I can't recall who took the kick, but it was so high it 
hit the ‘Normid' sign on the superstore.

B urnden Park’s darkest day came during the second leg of a sixth 
round FA Cup tie against Stoke City. 

The Burnden Stand was still full of food supplies when the event 
occurred which was to stand out in the history, not only of Bolton 
Wanderers, but football in general. 

Although the official gate was 65,419, there was an estimated 85,000 
on the ground for the game. 

Half an hour before the kick off there was a crush outside the ground 
as people attempted to gain entry to the Embankment. Those that did 
enter found it impossible to move along the terraces and into a 
position that they could see the pitch. 

Twenty minutes before the kick off the turnstiles were closed whilst in 
the north west corner people were already being helped out onto the 
perimeter track. 

Although the turnstiles were shut spectators continued to get in 
either by clambering over the wall or climbing over the railway line 
fence. The police were reluctant to release more men from the Burnden 
stand where they were guarding the stockpiles of food. 

A father and his son, wanting to get out of the crush, picked the 
padlock off an exit gate. They got out but the open gate allowed even 
more people in and panic began to set in. 

Ten minutes before kick off, around 1000 spectators got in by climbing 
over the boys entrance whilst the railway police were helpless to 
prevent even more climbing on to a stationary train to view the game. 
As the teams came out, two barriers near to the corner flag collapsed, 
the crowd sunk and a number of people were smothered. Hundreds 
spilled out onto the track but it was not until twelve minutes after the 
game had started that it became apparent there had been fatalities. 
The players left the pitch and many in the ground were unaware of the 
extent of the disaster. Thirty three bodies were found and laid out on 


the pitch whilst first aid was given to hundreds. 

The Chief Constable and the referee decided to restart the game after 
a few thousand had moved to the Burnden stand which had been 
opened to accommodate them. 

Play resumed at 3.25pm and continued without interval resulting in a 
goalless draw to send Bolton into the semi finals on aggregate. 

The Home Secretary ordered an enquiry which made 
recommendations, not only at Burnden, but at football grounds in 
general which are taken for granted nowadays such as adequate public 
address systems.

At school in Bolton i 
saw the passion, 
louaity and dedication 
with which mu mates 
followed their home 
town team and hnew I 
was missing 
something. 

I don’t remember the precise date or the opposition but it was the 
early Sixties. 

After bringing me up on rugby league, my Dad took me to my first 
football match. It was a big step up the sporting ladder and I recall 
he made me aware of the scale of things when he pointed the 
Burnden Stand into the night sky and boasted: “Look at those 
floodlights ! You could read the small print in the Bolton Evening 
News under them!” 

Neither of us could have imagined that one day I would be working 
under those floodlights writing for the Bolton Evening News. 
Though rugby was his first love, I don’t think the old fella was too 
unhappy to see me become a football fan. And being an 
understanding Dad, he knew why I went to watch most of my 
football at Old Trafford. Living in Leigh I had no natural affinity to 
any club and, since it was as convenient - and almost as cheap - to 
hop on a No.26 Manchester bus as it was to take the 82 to Bolton, 
First Division United proved a bigger attraction than Second 
Division Wanderers. 

I was always an outsider, though. Sure I was entertained by Law, 
Best and Charlton but I was equally thrilled by Greaves, Mackay 
and Baxter. I saw Moore, Peters and Hurst and felt proud that these 
were Players who’d helped England win the World Cup. 

At school in Bolton I saw the passion, loyalty and dedication with 
which my mates followed their home town team and knew I was 
missing something. They had their own Burnden Park and their 
own team, I just had a place to watch the game’s star names. 

I made various trips to Burnden after the first visit but I didn’t 
become a fan until I went there in a professional capacity. I was 
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I :nere when Jimmy Armfield’s Wanderers were crowned Third 
I Division Champions in 1973. I saw Ian Greaves’ team finally make 
t - Champions of Division Two in 1978. We had celebrated 
I promotion at Blackburn but 34,000 turned up to see the title 
I secured. 

I really got my feet under the table when I was appointed Chief 
I Football Writer of the BEN. I made my‘debut’on April 21, 1979. 

The significance of the date may not immediately spring to mind 
I jntil I point out that the game was Wanderers v Ipswich ! 

~ne match might have passed off as a purely academic end-of- 
I season fixture but for one moment of magic - Frank Worthington 
I scoring the greatest goal ever seen at Burnden Park ! 

I I was hooked. A month later I reported on Manchester United in 
I the FA Cup Final - a dull affair until a dramatic final flourish that 
I saw Arsenal lift the cup. I was professionally and emotionally 
I neutral. Bolton was my team now. 

I For 18 years I have shared their highs and lows. 

I A year after witnessing that bewitching exhibition of Worthington 
wizardry, I was sharing the fans’ disappointment of dropping out of 
I the top flight. I was to witness the Club’s slump into the old 
I Fourth Division. 

I Thankfully Wanderers have risen to regain their place in the 
I forefront of English League football. 

I No individual flash of brilliance has come close to matching that 
I Worthington goal. But there have been team efforts, which have 
I stirred the spirits and raised the roofs of the old stands. 

I The fact that most major achievements have taken place elsewhere 
I shouldn’t diminish the role Burnden has played in fashioning 
I Wanderers’ fortunes. Promotion was clinched at Wrexham in 1988 
I but Phil Neal’s team only lost two home games that season; Sherpa 
I Van Trophy success followed at Wembley in 1989 but there were 
I memorable home wins against Wrexham and Blackpool en route; 

I the magnificent giant-killings of 93 and 94 were achieved on their 
I travels but the foundations had been laid by solid home draws. 

I The two Wembley appearances of 1995, the Coca-Cola Cup Final 
I in April and the Play-off Final a month later, were towering 
I highlights. Yet they wouldn’t have reached the Twin Towers if the 
I spirit of Burnden hadn’t inspired victory over Swindon and Wolves 
I in the respective semis. 

I John McCinlay and Co are the heroes who have followed in the 
I footsteps of Worthington, the legendary Lofthouse and the prolific 
I Westwood and Milsom in the high-scoring Thirties. Burnden was 
I the home of one of the great Cup teams of all time - the three-time 
I Wembley victors of the 1920s, featuring Joe Smith, JR Smith, David 
I Jack, Teddy Vizard and, of course, Dick Pym - the formidable ‘keeper 
I who won three winners medals without conceding a goal. 

I Stars and unsung heroes alike provided the entertainment that 
I drew the crowds who fashioned the spirit of Bolton Wanderers 
I That spirit will go with them to their new home

What a long way Bolton have come since that 

day. 

Here's a memory jogger of what Bolton have 
achieved over the past 5 years. 

It hasn’t been easy along the way, plenty of ‘ups’ 
and ’downs', joy and tears but all good 
memories. 

It all started at Deepdale the home of Preston 
North End. 2-0 down, when Bruce Rioch 
introduced a certain Andy Walker into the 
second half. What a turn around. The game 
ended 2-2 but that was the start of great things 
to come. 

I joined the squad in Exeter for the first time, on 
loan initially, from Southampton. After winning 
the game, the team went 21 games undefeated, 
moving up the League at tremendous pace. 

In between the League games, Liverpool joined 
us at Burnden Park in the FA Cup. An own goal 
from Mark Winstanley and another goal by Ian 
Rush earned Liverpool a replay at Anfield. A far 
gone conclusion, people thought. 

With a travelling support of 8,000, Bolton went 
down in the history books, winning 2-0, 
courtesy of goals from John McGinlay and Andy 
Walker. 

Our League form continued in good fashion to 
take us close to promotion, having chased Port 
Vale for most of the campaign, who at one stage 
had been ten points in front of us. 

Preston were the visitors on the final day of the 
season. Port \fele had to beat Blackpool and 
hope we would slip up. Preston had to win to 
stay in the 2nd Division and Bolton needed 
three points to seal our promotion. A John 
McGinlay penalty captured the vital points, and 
earned us an automatic promotion spot. 

A truly memorable feeling, civic receptions, 
parties, celebrations. Little did we know what 
we were still going to achieve. 

Our first season in Division one was mixed with 
some indifferent League results although 
surviving in our first season was always our 
main aim. 

There were still some great highlights and 
memories in that season of 93-94. Our cup 
exploits got us the recognition of giant killers on 
numerous occasions. 

In the FA Cup we defeated Arsenal, Everton and 
Aston Villa, only to be cruelly defeated by 


Oldham in the quarter final, with the winners 
facing Manchester United. We also lost 
narrowly to Sheffield Wednesday at 
Hillsborough in the League cup. 

Things really started to heat up in 94-95 season. 
)bu, the fans, will probably recall it as Bolton’s 
highest point before this season. 

Our League campaign took an early set back 
after only six games as we struggled to find any 
consistency. Then things clicked, and points 
started to register on the League table. 

Along with League points, our Coca Cola Cup 
exploits started, winning early rounds over 
Ipswich, Sheffield United, West Ham and 
Norwich City. 

That took us to an double header with games 
against Swindon Town. 

Burnden Park saw us overturn a 2-1 first leg 
defeat into a 4-3 win with superb goals from 
Jason McAteer, Mixu Paatelainen and John 
McGinlay. 

The town and club were buzzing with the 
thought of a trip to Wembley to face Liverpool. 
Although we lost 2-1, the memory will be there 
forever. Cup exploits can sometimes pre-occupy 
your train of thought. Though we quickly got 
back to the business of our League programme 
with an Alan Thompson goal earning us a 
victory away at Swindon. 

Earning ourselves a play off position was 
another highlight, overturning a scoreline of 2-1 
at Wolves back at Burnden Park with goals from 
John McGinlay that meant another trip to 
Wembley. 

That game against Reading will live in the 
memory of not just Bolton fans but the country 
in general. An all time classic encounter. 

Two down with Keith Branagan facing a Reading 
penalty, this superb save changed the whole 
game, with Owen Coyle. Mixu Paatelainen and 
two goals from Fabian deFreitas earning Bolton 
Premiership status. 

Although we didn’t stay too long in the Premier 
we have managed to get back in there after a 
quite superb season for everyone concerned 
with the club. 

A short experience of Premiership football gave 
us the grit and determination to return, and 
now we have, sadly we are leaving Burnden. but 
with a new superb stadium to enjoy, Bolton are 
back in the big time. 

Enjoy the final Burnden game and see you all in 
the Premier.

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T ie Wanderers reached the Final of the FA Cup for the first time since 
1929 but Burnden saw little cup action that season. 

Fulham were beaten 3-1 in the third round thanks to goals from Doug 
Holden, Willie Moir and Nat Lofthouse. 

There was a crowd of 40,048 for the visit of second division Notts County 
in the next round and they managed to force a replay in a I -1 draw. 
Extra time failed to separate the sides at Meadow Lane in a 2-2 draw and 
it needed a second replay at Hillsborough for Bolton to win through 
thanks to a Nat Lofthouse goal. 

Goals from Nat were to get his team to Wembley. He scored the only goal 
of the game on visits to both Luton Town and Gateshead and then hit 
two in a 4-3 semi final win against Everton at Maine Road before 75,000. 
Nationwide sympathy was with Blackpool in the final and in particular 
with Stan Matthews. He had missed out on winners medals in 1948 and 
1951 but the Trotters got off to the perfect start. 

After just 75 seconds a snap shot from Lofthouse got the better of 
George Farm in the Blackpool goal but soon it was the Wanderers who 


were on the back foot. 

Injury to Eric Bell forced a change in positions and the Seasiders levelled 
in the 37th minute when a Stan Mortensen shot was deflected into the 
net. 

Before halftime Willie Moir put Bolton back in front and Holden almost 
made it three but his effort struck the crossbar. Ten minutes into the 
second half the injured Bell became a hero when he flung himself 
forward to head home a Holden cross. 

There were 24 minutes remaining when Blackpool began a comeback 
that sent the game into the annals of Wembley folklore. 

A Matthews cross was allowed out of his grasp by Stan Hanson and 
Mortensen pushed the ball just inside the post as it dropped. The 
equaliser came from a Mortensen free kick just outside the area and 
there was just a minute remaining when Blackpool got the winner. 
Matthews again got to the goal line, slipping as he crossed, his short 
pass found Bill Perry who made no mistake from five yards to give 
Blackpool victory by 4-3.

P hil Neal came to Burnden Park as player-manager in 
December 1985 having won numerous League and 
European medals whilst at Liverpool along with 50 England 

caps. 

"I remember there being talk of a new stadium when I came to 
Bolton twelve years ago and it is superb that it has now come 
to fruition and hopefully it will carry as many memories as 
Burnden has done.” 

Phil got off to a winning start as a manager when the 
Wanderers defeated Doncaster Rovers at Burnden. “ I had to 
set about making the playing side more professional, starting 
with some decent training kit and slowly but surely we made 
progress.” 

“I took great pleasure out of taking the club to Wembley on 
three occasions...more so than the honours I won with 
Liverpool. There is always a warm feeling at the club that I 
haven’t seen in a lot of places. I still love the place and it is nice 
that they have the stability in the staff at Burnden that has 
moved the club on.” 

Phil took the club to Wembley in the Freight Rover Trophy Final 
at Wembley in 1986, suffered relegation to division four via the 
play offs in 1987, won promotion in 1988, won the Sherpa Van 
Trophy in 1989 and reached the third division play offs in the 
next two years. 

“We were fortunate that we had something to play for at the 
end of every season except the last during my six and a half 
years with the club” 

“I managed to build a foundation that the Chairman, and both 
Bruce and Colin have managed to take on to greater heights. I 
will never forget the support I received from everyone I worked 
with at Burnden especially the chairman who worked in a nice 
background way. To me that says why the club have gone back 
into the Premier League.” 

When asked about his favourite Burnden memory Phil picks 
out the 1991 play off semi final win over Bury at Burnden Park. 
"That win got us to Wembley and attracted a magnificent gate 
of 19,198. It was nice to defeat our local rivals and matched 
anything in my playing days.” 

Tony Philliskirk hit the winner that evening whilst at full back 
was current first team coach Phil Brown. “Phil was a great 
signing for the Wanderers. He had a great attitude and always 
gave me superb backing despite the fact he always wanted to 
play at centre forward in training.” 

“It was nice to see him rejoin the Wanderers as coach and I 
hope the club can continue their recent success at their new 
stadium.”

The final once again saw national sympathy with the Wanderers 
opponents. Manchester United were in the throes of rebuilding after the 
Munich tragedy but on this occasion the Trotters were to be successful. 
After three minutes Lofthouse stabbed home a long sweeping ball from 
Bryan Edwards. From then on it was Bolton who took command in a 
game that unfortunately couldn’t reach the heights of the clubs previous 
visits to the twin towers. 

No matter, the Wanderers produced a near perfect team display with 
each team member working hard for one another. 

In the 54th minute the final reached it’s crescendo. Bobby Charlton hit 
the post for United and then almost immediately Lofthouse grabbed 
Wanderers second. Stevens attempted a shot that Harry Greg could only 
push into the air. As he turned to attempt to collect the ball, Lofthouse 
came in to bundle ball and ‘keeper into the net. 

The Cup was on it’s way to Burnden Park.

Gone were the days when games had to be played during 
midweek afternoon's and kick off's on a Saturday afternoon 
during the winter could take place at the traditional three 
o'clock. 

Robert Watson & Co designed, fabricated, and erected the 
towers at a cost of £25,000. Each pylon, four in each corner of 
the ground, was anchored with eight bolts and one and three 
quarter inches in diameter and taller than the average man. 
The towers were completed by August 1957 and the lighting 
engineers then got to work installing the 48 lights on each 
tower. There was also electrical work on some 170 points 
throughout the ground for exits, turnstile areas, stands and 
the car park. 

On Monday 14th October 1957, unbeaten Scottish first 
division leaders Heart of Midlothian became the first club to 
play the Wanderers under the lights. By coincidence, they had 
opened their lighting system, at Tynecastle, the previous week 
against local rivals Hibernian. 

Bolton had been the first ever visitors to Tynecastle in 1886, 
losing 4*1 on that occasion, and, after the lights had been 
switched on by Wanderers chairman, Mr H. Warburton, the 
teams played out a I -1 draw. 

A crowd of 21,058 saw Jimmy Wardhaugh put Hearts ahead 
after 53 minutes with Wanderers equaliser coming from a 
Terry Allcock penalty twelve minutes from time. 

A floodlit friendly against Blackburn Rovers, a fortnight later, 
had to be postponed but on 4th November 1957 a crowd of 
34,139 were on Burnden for the visit of the Russian Army 
team, CDSA Moscow. That gate was only bettered once in 
League games that season and they saw Nat Lofthouse, a Ray 
Parry penalty and Ralph Gubbins get onto the scoresheet in a 
3-1 win. 

The lighting system was upgraded in September 1975 with 
more powerful lights being placed on the towers. These were 
first used in a second round League Cup tie against Coventry 
City which the visitors won 3-1. 

In 1987 the towers and lights were replaced. The old ones 
were used for the last time in February 1987 for a Freight 
Rover Trophy game against Chester. The last action they saw 
was a penalty miss from Steve Thompson in the dying minutes 
of a 2 -1 defeat for the Wanderers. 

Two new slimline towers were built on the Embankment as the 
Normid development commenced and in the following months 
the old ones were dismantled with new ones also erected at 
the Lever End. 

The new pylons were first used for a Central league game with 
Huddersfield Town. 

After tonight, the lights will be switched off for the final time 
and with that will go another piece of history that has been 
part of the Bolton skyline for almost forty years.

BOLTON'S famous "old boys" 
went back to Burnden Park last 
night with Manchester City— 
and never had a look-in. 

According to the script Francis 
Lee. Wyn Davies and Freddie Hill 
should have been handing out the 
lessons.

fter the upheaval of three different managers during 1970/71 
and the subsequent relegation to the third division for the first 
time in the club’s history, a period of stabilisation ensued. 

Jimmy Armfield took on his first managerial role, bringing in Peter 
Nicholson, Henry Mowbray, Graeme Rowe and Charlie Wright for 
very little money. He also reverted the clubs colours back to the 
traditional white shirts and blue shorts from the all white kit sported 
previously. 

The clubs first game at that level came at Boundary Park, two John 
Byrom goals earning the Wanderers a 2-2 draw on a balmy August 
afternoon. Bournemouth came to Burnden a week later and earned a 
point from a scoreless draw. 

That result was to epitomize Bolton’s League season. Defensively 
sound but a lack of goals that would only keep the club on the 
promotion fringe and never in it. Sure, there were some great results, 
the double over Blackburn, a Burnden win over eventual champions 
Aston Villa and two Roger Hunt goals that dented Bournemouth’s 
promotion hopes at Dean Court before a fifteen thousand crowd. 

It was to be the final season for Roger Hunt. A Liverpool legend, but 
for all that a Wanderers supporter, whilst for the club it was in the 
League Cup that they gained national headlines. 

A late Byrom goal saved them from defeat in the first round at 
Bradford and, after a Burnden replay win, two Roy Greaves goals 
caused something of a surprise win in the second round at first 
division Huddersfield. 

In the third round, Manchester City, who had been the most 
successful club of the previous three seasons, visited Burnden before 
42,039. 

City, who included former Wanderers favourites, Francis Lee, Wyn 
Davies and Freddie Hill were beaten by a hat trick from Garry Jones. 

In the fourth round it all came to an end when Chelsea won a replay 
6-0 at Burnden, but only after another memorable night had seen 
the Trotters force a I -1 draw at Stamford Bridge. 

FA Cup interest also came to an end against Chelsea in 1972, in the 
fourth round, but there had been a scare in the second round. Facing 
Rossendale United at Gigg Lane, the Wanderers found themselves a 
goal down until a hat trick from Roy Greaves and a John Byrom goal 
saw them through. 

For 1972/73 Jimmy Armfield made no additions to his first team 
squad. He didn’t need to. The Jones boys, Alan Waldron, Stuart Lee, 

Don McAllister, all matured to blend with their more experienced 
team mates to secure success at League level and produce a great FA 

Cup run. BOLTON! 

Playing in front of around 7,000 spectators at Burnden until 
Christmas, the Bolton public finally realised what they were missing 
and extra ten thousand went onto that figure for the remainder of 
the season. A crowd of 33,010 were on the ground for what was to 
be Wanderers only League defeat at Burnden that season against 
fellow promotion rivals Blackburn. f!6Y6f 

Three days after that reversal another came at Rotherham and it 
appeared that the promotion bandwagon may be stuttering. No such 
thing. For the next game, at Swansea, youngster Neil Whatmore was 
given his debut and he repaid the faith shown in him by 
goals in a 3-2 win. 

That set the team off on an unbeaten seven match run that 
culminated in the third division championship being presented after 
the 2-0 win over Brentford in the final game of the season 
Burnden. 

In the FA Cup, the Wanderers reached the fifth round after some 
exciting tussles with Cardiff, then of the second division, in the 


previous round. It needed a Stuart Lee goal to win a second replay 
against the Welshmen at the Hawthorns. 

Luton Town, also of the second division, ended Wanderers interest 
in the competition before a Burnden crowd of 39,556. Heady days 
indeed!

1920’s 

Although programmes from season 1919/20 at 
Burnden Park are numbered as volume one there 
were many issues before the first World war 
although many no longer exist. 

Printed and published by Tillotson’s Newspapers, 
programmes from the early 1920’s had twelve pages 
on a buff coloured flimsy paper. On a number of 
occasions there were double issues covering holiday 
games over Christmas and Easter or first 
team/reserve team doubles. 

Although the price remained static (Id), an eight 
page Trotters Journal appeared for a season, built 
around club gossip, Facts, Figures and Fancies, before 
returning to twelve pages. 


1930’S 

Not a great deal of change took place in Wanderers 
programmes during the 1930’s. Although there was 
some effort to change the cover season by season, 
the programme was still seen as a vehicle for giving 
out the teams and advertising forthcoming fixtures. 


1946 game kicking off at 2.30 p.m 


1 940’S 

A shortage of paper after the war brought the 
Programme down to a basic four page production of 
blue print on white paper, printed by Hilliard and 
Haslam of Bank Street. Between 1946/47 and 1950/51 
a six page folded single sheet was the club’s regular 
issue for all first team and reserve games at Burnden. 
1946 saw the first price increase, doubling to 2d.

The club reverted back to the more traditional 
stapled production in 1951 with an eight page issue 
costing 3d. The programme changed very little until 
1957 when Pendlebury and Sons of Victoria Street 
took over the printing. A blue cover with a 
photograph of the ground adorned the cover whilst 
the paper quality was much improved.

1 960’S 

The next major change didn’t occur until 1965 when 
a cover change, incorporating the club badge, saw a 
price increase to 4d. A twelve pager at 6d was 
introduced in 1967 but in 1968 came what is 
expected every season nowadays, a change in style. 
1969/70 saw the first one shilling production, 
printed by Blackburn’s, an added attraction during 
this period being the inclusion of the Football League 
Review.

1 970’S 

There was a dramatic increase in the inclusion of 
photographs during this decade whilst every season 
had a different cover. As an indication of inflation the 
price increased six fold to 30p ten years later. 


1 980’S/1 990’$ 

Burnden’s programmes became much more colourful 
and both size and content increased. A collection 
from this period tells the story of the club’s drop into 
the fourth division and subsequent rise to 
Premiership football. This season’s 48 page issue has 
seen a number of games sold out, but for those 
fortunate to have a full set they will no doubt bring 
back memories of the end of an era at Burnden Park.

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A fter two near misses, the Wanderers finally made it to the first 
division in 1978 to end a fourteen year spell outside the top flight. 
Just one defeat in the opening seventeen games had put Bolton into 
the driving seat, hotly pursued by Tottenham, Southampton and 
Brighton. 

Although the team of 1978 could not be considered prolific scorers, 
unlike their counterparts of 1997, defensively they were a match for 
anyone with nineteen clean sheets. 

Goalscoring responsibility fell on Neil Whatmore, with 19 and Frank 
Worthington, secured from Leicester City, with II. Whilst the 
midfield duo of Peter Reid and Roy Greaves chipped in with 16 
between them. 

Defensively, goalkeeper Jim McDonagh was everpresent, conceding 
only 33 League goals all season whilst defenders Sam Allardyce and 
Mike Walsh missed just one game apiece. 

Nearest challengers Tottenham were beaten by a Roy Greaves goal at 
the end of November, before a Burnden crowd of 32,226, whilst the 
gate was only marginally smaller for the FA Cup third round replay win 
against the Spurs the following January. 

Only Burnley managed to leave Burnden with maximum points that 
season, two goals from Ian Brennan, later to join the Trotters, securing 
the Clarets 2-1 win in January. 

Promotion was won in the penultimate game of the season against 
Blackburn Rovers at Ewood. A 34th minute goal from Frank 
Worthington secured the points to release the pressure built up 
through missing out by a point in the previous two seasons. There 
was plenty of partying that night! 

Although the final game of the season, a 0-0 Burnden draw with 
Fulham, was an anticlimax, it was enough to secure the championship 
and the party resumed.

Paul Hallows 



I turned to the bach page 
which had in big letters 
Footballer Fights For life’ 
and it really hit home to 
me how serious my 
injury was. 

F ull back Paul Hallows served his apprenticeship at Burnden Park, 
turning professional in October 1967 and going on to spend seven 
years with the Wanderers in which he made 47 appearances. 
Supporters will remember Paul for two reasons during his spell at 
Burnden. Firstly his pace, “ I remember Tommy Banks telling me that I 
could catch Pigeons,” said Paul. “I was pretty nifty over the 100 yards 
and 220 yards at school in Chester but that just progressed itself onto 
the football field.” 

Secondly, and more seriously, was when Paul fractured his skull in a 
third division game at York City on New Years Day I 972. Paul had just 
managed to regain his spot in the side from John Ritson and was 
playing his third game of the season when he sustained the injury in 
an accidental clash. 

“I was in hospital sailing in and out of consciousness and didn’t 
remember much about the incident. I was in a large ward with just one 
other guy and kept asking the nurse if I could listen to the radio or 
read a paper but she wouldn’t let me. I managed to borrow a paper 
from the other patient who told me I had made the headlines. I turned 
to the back page which had in big letters ‘Footballer Fights For life’ and 
it really hit home to me how serious my injury was.” 

Paul managed to recover and got back into first team action with the 
Wanderers in February 1973. 

Paul is probably one of the few footballers who can claim to have 
played against Brazil without having won an international cap. That 
came in 1966 when, during his second year as an apprentice, he was 
a member of a Wanderers youth side that took on Pele and co on 
Bromwich Street as part of the World Champions build up to the finals 
that year. 

“Coaches George Taylor and George Hunt agreed with the Brazilians 
that there would be no physical contact during the game and they 
stressed this point to all of us,” said Paul. 

“The game started and everyone was tip tapping with no tackles until 
Pele got the ball. We had a player called Johnny Johnson, a 
Liverpudlian full back, and he sent Pele flying and all hell broke loose. 
Doctors, trainers, medical kit all came on but fortunately he wasn’t 
injured. The game continued but was even more ridiculous in terms of 
it’s non physical approach.” 

“Although Pele was later ko’d during the World Cup the headlines 
could have read...Wanderers apprentice ko’s Pele on Bromwich 
Street!” 

Paul left Burnden in 1974 and went on to make 197 League 
appearances for Rochdale before retiring from the game.

1991/92 

The Wanderers finish 13th in the third division but reach the 
fifth round of the FA Cup only to lose in a dramatic replay at 
Southampton. Andy Walker joins the club from Celtic whilst 
manager Phil Neal leaves at the season’s end. 

1992/93 

Bruce Rioch and Colin Todd join the club and take the 
Wanderers to promotion as runners up to Stoke City. John 
McGinlay signs whilst Jason McAteer makes his League debut 
for the Wanderers who record magnificent FA Cup wins at 
Liverpool and Wolves before going out in the fifth round at 
Derby. 

1993/94 

A finishing position of 14th in division one consolidates the 
club’s position in the higher grade. The club put up their best 
FA Cup performance since 1959 by reaching the sixth round. 
There are wins over Everton, Arsenal and Aston Villa. Oldham 
end the dream at Burnden. 


1994/95 

The Wanderers reach the Premiership by defeating Reading 4-3 
after extra time at Wembley. It was the clubs second visit to 
the twin towers that season having reached the Coca Cola Cup 
final where Liverpool won 2-1. The Pontins League 
championship is won by the reserves. Bruce Rioch leaves 
Burnden to join Arsenal. 

1995/96

It is perhaps ironic that Burnden Park’s final fixture should take place 101 years to the day 
that the ground ended it’s first season of League football. 

Bury were the only side to have won a League game at Burnden that season but the 
Wanderers gained some measure of revenge by knocking the Shakers out of the FA Cup. 
For the game 101 years ago it was Sheffield Wednesday who were the visitors and they 
had just secured the FA Cup. Indeed it was Wednesday who had ended Bolton’s interest 
in the Cup that season with a semi final replay win at Nottingham. 

The Wanderers took the points with a 2-0 win to finish fourth in the first division. Both 
goals came during the first half from Bob Jack and Jim Cassidy. Cassidy had also found the 
net in the first League game at Burnden the previous September. 

A crowd of 6000 were on the ground.

The Wanderers crumbled to a 5-1 defeat in a re-arranged first division encounter with 
Leeds United at Elland Road. 

Four days earlier the Wanderers were celebrating their survival in the first division but 
Leeds then inflicted their heaviest defeat of the season. 

Leeds ran riot against a jaded Wanderers and went ahead in the 12th minute. Trevor Cherry was 
allowed too much space to place a free header, from a Frank Gray cross, high into the net. 
Leeds’ second came from the penalty spot, converted by Frank Gray after Mike Walsh had 
upended Tony Currie. 

The second half was only a minute old when the home side got a third from Paul Hart. Carl 
Harris netted their fourth and substitute John Hawley rounded off the five for Leeds. 

With twelve minutes left Neil McNab pulled one back when he worked a neat one-two 
with Neil Whatmore.
